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It should be noted that, in the preceding statement, those 
Sinking Funds that are smallest in proportion to the debts 
to be paid by them are newest, and, although ample at the 
present time for the purpose for which they are intended, 
they do not show as favorably as the older ones, some of 
the latter amounting to more than the debts they are to pay, 
years before the debts are due, and are contributing their 
surplus income to other Sinking Funds, thus reducing the 
tax needed for their fulfilment. 

The Sinking Funds of the Commonwealth, as at present 
computed, are calculated at such a rate of interest that, 
with proper care in the investment of their funds, under 
any reasonable forecast of our financial future, they cannot 
fail to be equal to the full amount of the debts they are to 
pay before the same are due. 

The average rate of interest paid by the Commonwealth 
on the entire Public Debt at the rates at which it was issued 
is 3.32+ per cent, per annum, and if the prices obtained 
for loans and the premiums received on them be taken into 
account, the rate paid on the entire Public Debt, both direct 
and contingent, would in all probability be about 3.17 per 
cent.

Considerable time and attention have been given to the inspec- 
tion of the work of the local sealers of weights and measures, as 
upon the efficiency and fidelity of these officers depends the proper 
enforcement of the law. 

Several cases of incompetency and lack of proper equipment 
have been discovered, and in some instances the conditions were 
such as to demand the reorganization of the entire department. 
In every instance the recommendation of this office has been 
adopted by the local authorities. 

The frequent changes in the incumbents of the office of sealer 
of weights and measures in the various cities and towns (appoint- 
ments being made yearly) reduces greatly the efficiency of the 
work performed, and in my opinion it would be advisable to have 
the appointments to these offices made subject to the laws govern- 
ing appointments to the civil service. 

Owing to inadequate facilities, the national authorities have 
been unable to prepare a set of standard apothecaries' weights and 
measures, as provided for by St. 1897, c. 443. As there is an 
increasing demand from cities and towns to be supplied with 
these standards, I have placed orders for their manufacture. 
When finished, they will be compared with the national standards 
for verification, and, upon their return to this office, duplicate 
sets will be furnished, as required by law. 

I would recommend that the provisions of the statutes which 
provide that the several counties be supplied with a set of standards, 
and that the county treasurers shall be also sealers of weights and 
measures, be repealed. During my incumbency of this office I 
have not found a county treasurer who performs the functions of 
a sealer, there being no demand for the same, as all cities and 
towns are provided with such an officer. 

The present law (St. 1890, c. 426), provides that, in addition 
to the other duties, the State deputy shall make inspections of 
scales, weights and measures throughout the Commonwealth ; but 
he is given no power to prosecute, except in a single instance (St. 
1897, c. 339), when a violation of the law is found. My experi- 
ence has shown this restriction of authority to be unsatisfactory, 
and, believing that it would result in a great increase in the 
efficiency of the law, I would recommend that this officer be in- 
vested with the same authority given to other State inspectors. 

The passage of additional legislation (St. 1900, cc. 339, 369), 
now in effect, will greatly increase the work of this office during 
the present year.

There has been received during the year, on account of 
the Collateral Legacy and Succession Tax provided for by 
chapter 425 of the Acts of the year 1891, as amended, a net 
sum, after deducting the amount of certain refundments, of 
$397,939.75, and for interest a further sum of $6,460.49, 
making the total revenue derived from this source $404,- 
400.24. 

The expenses of collection, including probate fees, com- 
pensation of appraisers, extra clerical services and the salary 
of the legacy tax clerk in this department, amounted to 
$2,429.29.

The Supreme Judicial Court has recently decided, in 
Hooper v. Shaw, that the legacy tax paid to the United 
States under the AVar Revenue Act is to be deducted before 
paying the State succession tax; and an important case. 
Hooper v, Bradford, was argued before the full bench in 
December, a decision of which is expected to determine the 
time when property subject to this tax shall be appraised 
for the purposes of this tax, — whether at the date of the 
owner's decease, or at the date of distribution by the execu- 
tor, administrator or trustee. 
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General Finances. 

On the first day of July, 1901, there will become due and 
payable what is known as the *' State House Loan, 1901," 
amounting to $2,335,000. This will be paid out of the 
State House Loans Sinking Fund. 

No other loan becomes due and payable until April 1, 
1909, when $2,500,000 of the State House Construction 
Loan matures. 

During the year, in accordance with legislation and the 
requirements of the different departments, I issued loans 
as per preceding tables, amounting to an aggregate of 
$2,201,362. 

I was able to place these loans at a net average rate of 
interest of 2.89+ per cent, per annum. 

It is a matter for congratulation that the present condition 
of all the sinking funds is such that no assessment for 1901 
will be necessary for their benefit. 

One of these sinking funds during the past year has be- 
come overladen with interest-paying securities that have 
come into unexpected and undreamed of value. I refer to 
the Fitchburg Railroad Securities Loan Sinking Fund. 

As this sinking fund now contains $10,000,000, to pay 
an obligation of $5,000,000 only, it would appear to be a 
prudent and wise business course, a course that would con- 
serve the credit of the Commonwealth and best protect her 
interests, to transfer $5,000,000 from this sinking fund to 
the sinking fund provided for some other loan, in a way 
that would also provide for the abatement of a part of the 
annual taxation provided for the payment of interest on the 
bonds of the Commonwealth, 

Of the Boston, Hartford & Erie Railroad Sterling Issue, 
one coupon bond, viz.. No. 1246, for £200 sterling, has 
not as yet been presented for payment at the office of the 
fiscal agency of the Commonwealth in London, although 
due on the 1st of January, 1900. 

The sinking fund provided for this series contains an 
amount sufficient to provide for the payment of this bond, 
and sufficient revenue cash has been set one side to provide 
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for the payment of all unpaid coupons of this series when- 
ever they may be presented through Messrs. Baring Broth- 
ers & Company, Limited, London. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the balance on hand 
at the close of this year, of revenue cash, is $572,527.33, 
which is very much less than the amount that was carried 
over last year, and, in fact, for several years. 

Owing to the delay in establishing the report of the 
commission appointed to determine the proportion of 
assessments for interest, sinking fund requirements and 
maintenance, for the Metropolitan Park System, in accord- 
ance with chapter 407 of the Acts of 1893, I was unable ta 
issue my warrants under authority of chapter 419 of 1899, 
for the levy of this tax on Dec. 10, 1900, — the last day in 
the year available for such issue ; consequently, the revenue 
cash receipts for 1900 were something over $400,000 less 
than the estimates of the Auditor for that year. 

This condition of things will require me to borrow, in 
anticipation of revenue, unusually early in the year 1901, 
and the matter should be rectified in the estimates for that 
year. 

Archives. 

Acting under the authority given me in chapter 3 of the 
Resolves of 1900, I have nearly completed the assortment, 
classification and indexing of all the books, documents, 
papers and vouchers of this department that belong to the 
earlier days of its history, running back to colonial days, 
and which were in great confusion and unavailable for refer- 
ence or any practical use. 

I employed Mr. William W. Hill to take charge of this 
work, and the result of his effort is exceedingly creditable 
and of great value, in that, under his direction and super- 
vision, most of these papers, documents and vouchers have 
been reduced from chaos to indexed place and order, and 
can be easily and readily referred to when desired. 

During the past year I have made a systematic effort to 
secure photographs or other prints of each of my predeces- 
sors in office, and have met with a degree of success that 
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makes it appear to be not impossible that a complete line 
may be established. 

Many of the other departments have already made valuable 
collections of this character, and I respectfully ask for a 
small appropriation, to enable me to make a suitable and 
uniform collection of photographs, in platinum, of my pred- 
ecessors, that hereafter may doubtless be kept complete 
without further expense, which will prove an acceptable 
addition to the archives of this department. 

''Conscience Fund." 

In the report of the Treasurer for the year ending 1894, 
Treasurer Marden referred to a shortage in 1890, which oc- 
curred in the accounts of the late Mr. Phippen, who was at 
that time cashier (and the most careful and conscientious 
of men), of $400, which was repaid by Mr. Phippen. He 
also referred to the payment into the treasury on the 11th 
of May, 1893, of $300. This amount was accompanied by 
an anonymous note, requesting that it should be ''added to 
the treasury of the State, as it belongs there." 

Connecting these two instances, it would appear that the 
treasury came into possession of $300, a surplus that did 
not belong to it. 

At the close of business, on Monday, Sept. 24, 1894, 
during the administration of Treasurer Phillips, in settling 
the cash, it was found to be $300 short. As an equal 
amount of cash had been overlooked and left in a drawer, 
instead of being locked up in the vaults over Sunday, it 
was easily possible for it to be stolen. This amount was 
promptly made good by Mr. Marden, the present cashier, 
who was also cashier at that time, and his fellow clerks, 
and Treasurer Phillips. 

On Jan. 23, 1895, about 5.15 o'clock p.m. there was 
handed into this department by Marcus Kimball, one of 
the watchmen, who stated that it was delivered to him by 
a messenger in uniform, two letters tied together in one 
package, addressed .to Henry M. Phillips, Treasurer and 
Receiver-General of the State of Massachusetts. When 
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opened, one was found to contain $190 and the other $160, 
both in bills, with a request that the money should be 
placed to the credit of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The matter was put into the hands of the Massachusetts 
District Police, with a request that an effort be made to 
identify the sender, but nothing was discovered. 

Connecting all these instances, it would appear that the 
treasury now has in its possession $650 that does not belong 
to it, and which is held under the title of "Conscience 
Fund." 

I respectfully recommend that legislation this year shall 
provide for the repayment of $300 paid in by Cashier Mar- 
den and others, and that the remaining $350 shall be paid 
to the heirs of Joshua Phippen, 

The Department. 

I respectfully recommend that j^the salaries of certain 
clerks of this department shall by proper legislation be 
adjusted and fixed to conform to the sums that they are 
now receiving, and which they also received during the 
administration of my predecessor. Their present salaries 
were fixed by chapter 334 of the Acts of 1886, and have 
remained unchanged, with the exception of that of the pay- 
ing teller, which by chapter 349 of the Acts of 1889 was 
increased from $1,200 to $1,400. 

The work of the department has largely increased in 
volume and variety since that time, and can only be well 
performed by faithful and competent service, and the salary 
list as above established is manifestly inadequate and unjust. 

At present, as has been the rule without exception since 
1891, these salaries have been added to bj'^ a distribution of 
the fund for the ''Care and Custody of Trust Deposits," 
collected under authority of chapter 233 of the Acts of 
1891. This method, as a fixed rule, appears to be objec- 
tionable in every way, and to have been so recognized by 
my predecessors in ofllce, as this present recommendation 
that the salaries should be readjusted and fixed has also been 
made by Treasurers Marden, Phillips and Shaw, upon their 
respective retirement from office. My first year's experi- 
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ence as their successor has so convinced me of the wisdom 
and justice of their recommendation that I am impelled to 
urge it upon your attention in my initial report. It is to 
be particularly noted that this suggestion does not involve 
the expenditure of a single dollar in excess of the amounts 
that have been paid in previous years.
